John Ran ' Iph of Roanoke Ameri­ 
can orator and statesm an, died in Phil­ 
adelphia in 183S, deserted by many oi 
his old-time friends and a physical 
wreck 
through 
the 
use 
of opium. 
Nearinc the end he attributed the fail­ 
ure of his life to “ungovernable tem­ 
per’’ and he died with the word “re- 
morse’’ on his lips. 
Here are some of Randolph's epi­ 
gram s: “ I am an aristocrat 
I love 
liberty, I hate equality.” “Asking one 
of the s t a t e s to surrender part of her 
sovereignty is like n-king a lady to 
surrender part of her chastity*.” ‘‘Stick 
to a friend a little in the wrong.” “No 
man was ever satisfied to be half a 
king.” “The three degrees of compari­ 
son—begging, borrowing and stealing.” 
“Pay as you go” was a political 
proverb that Randolph started on lt> 
rounds. 
He hung this saying on Mar­ 
tin V an Huron, that ”he alw ays rowed 
to his object with mufrted oars.” Van 
Huron was a “gumshoer, ' in the par 
lance of the Twentieth century, 
o f 
Clay he said, “Clay's eye Is on the 
presidency, but my eye is upon him. 
Referring to England's naval strength 
In 1812 and Madison’s pamphlet on

the end of it, it is my duty to arrest 
John JanneV,” nno <n’ them arose and 
said: "Mill thee take off thy hat?" 
“ No,” lie replied, "it is a Friends’ meet­ 
ing.” “Yes, thy lint is a military bat. 
So he took it off, and his sword also, 
after some demur, and one of the 
Friends took them out. 
A fter an hour 
or so. the meeting was over, 
“Now," 
he said, "I must remind you that 1 
want John Janney. 
Pray s’and up.” 
About twenty of them stood up. ’’Non­ 
sense,” he said, ‘‘I want the John Ja n ­ 
ney who signed, etc.’’ "oh, th at John 
Janney,” they replied, “why ho took 
out thy hat an hour ago.” He added 
that after the war John Janney came 
and railed on him to apoltigiw* for 
slipping awa.t. but sgid it wegid •‘gaily 
have been very inconvenient for him 
to have been arrested Just then.—San 
Francisco Artpjnftut.
